ONONGAHELA CITY (Pa.) Jan. 
25.— [Exclusive Dispatch.] Con- 
stantino Leivi and Peitro For- 
achia, secretary and treasurer, respec- 
tively, of the anarchists’ society in the 
Pittsburgh district, have been cap'"re4 
and are in the County Jail here with 
John Spieda, president of the society. 

With the capture of Leivi and For- 
achia, the authorities have also come 
into possession of more anarchistic 
documents, which show that Barre, 
Vt., and Saginaw, Mich., must be add- 
ed to the list of places where the 
Reds propaganda has its ramifica- 
tions. 

Leivi and Forachia were captured 
this morning by Chief of Police Leo 
Logan to Monongahela, with five spe- 
celal officers, in a squalid one-story 
shack, located in what is known as the 
“Black Hole,“ in Watson tipple, fifteen 
miles from here. Vigorous knocking 
failed to bring any response at the 
door, and the officers started to batter 
it down. At this juncture it was 
swung open by a man whom the offi- 


self, from accurate descriptions of him. 
PREPARED-TO BATTLE. 


For reply, the officers rustied into 
the shanty, seized Leivi and put the 
handcuffs on him. Simultaneously 
eight men rushed out of another room 
to give battle. They were armed with 
shotguns, from which the barrels had 
been sawed off short, so that the 
Weapons could be concealed under 
their coats, and they also carried 
knives. However, at sight of the re- 
volvers which covered them the 
“Reds” wilted, and at the command 
of Chief Logan, threw down their 
weapons and submitted to be hand- 
cuffed. 

When asked to identify Forachia 
among their number, they indicated 
another man, but the officers called 
the bluff,” for they had an excellent 
description of the treasurer and had 
recognized him among the gang. He 
was shackled to Leivi, and the pris- 
oners were then Givided into two 
gangs, who were placed in separate 
rooms and guarded until morning. 

EVIDENCE OF PLOTS. 

A search of the hut result- 
ed in startling finds, which corrobor- 
ated the evidence of the murderous 
plots unearthed by the discovery of 
letters and papers in the Rede 
meeting place at Baird's Station, Pa.

The rebels occupied Rio Bamba Jan- 
uary 4, when they were attacked by 
government forces from Guayaquil un- 
der Col. Manuel Andrade. Guaranda, 
capital of the province of Bolivar, was 
next occupied by the rebels. 

As soon as the news of the rebellion 
reached Quito, the capital, Col. Tomas 
Larrea, Secretary of War and the 
Navy, left that place with two battal- 
ions and some pieces of artillery. These 
battalions later joined the rebels, and 
Col. Larrea returned to Quito with part 
of the. artillery. The news of this was 
concealed for tour days. Meanwhile 
the authorities at Guayaquil sent the 
Sucre Battalion of artillery under Col. 
Manuel Andrade to attack the rebels.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.—The (or- 
eign commerce of the United States 


approached surprisingly near to the 
three-billion-dollar mark in the cal- 


endar year 1905, according to a report 
lesued by the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor 


“The total imports and exports of 
merchandise,” the report says, “is 
$2,806,000,000, as against 307,000, 00 in 
1900, an average Increase of 100,000. 000 
a year in the five-year period. Another 
notable characteristic of the year’s 
foreign trade is the fact that the ex- 
ports in the month of December, were 
practically %$200,000,000, the largest 
month's exportation in any year prior 
to December, 1906, being that 8 De- 
cember, 1904, when the total was $174,- 
819,566." 

The report adds: “The import record 

for 1906 is also in excess of that of 
any preceding year. being for the 
twelve months ending with’ Decem- 
ber, $1,179,358,846, against $1,035,909,190 
in 1904. The growth of imports, while 
not rapid, has been steady, and con- 
timues to be so, keeping pace approx!- 
mately with the growth of population. 
The commerce with the non-contiguous 
territory of the United States also 
makes a new high record for 1906, and 
will amount to ut 8130 00, % in 
value, against a little less than 3100.

WAR TO END 
WHITE PLAGUE. 


League Plans Strong Fight 
on Great Destroyer. 
— 

Moves to Start Local Dis pen- 
sary and Clinic. 

— 

Will Wage a Campaign of 
Prevention and Cure. 


— : 


The Anti-Tuberculosis League of 
Southern California has thrown down 
the gauntlet to the “great white; 
plague,” the destroyer of millions. 

As a result Los Angeles may soon 
have a free dispensary and medical 
clinic for patients suffering from tuber- 
culosis, where treatment may be se- 
cured from leading physicians. . 

There will be a vigorous campaign 
of edu n throughout the city on 
how to prevent the spread of tuber- 
cular diseases, and the proper methods 
for the cure or relief of patients so af- 


There was a large attendance, many 
of the leading physicians of the city 
being in the audience. Dr. Francis 
M. Pottenger presided. The Boys’ Glee 
Club of the Polytechnic High School 
gave two vocal selections. 

Dr. Pottenger in his annual address 
gave many interesting facts about the 
war for extermination of the plague. 

“Tuberculosis is a disease brought 
on by the conditions pf our society,” 
said he. “It finds its easiest victims 
among the poor, the underfed, the peo- 
ple occupying poorly-ventilated rooms. 
In fact, those who suffer most from so- 
clal conditions also are the most fre- 
quent victims from tuberculosis. 

“The disease can be prevented 
through simple measures. This is the 
field of the Anti-Tuberculosis League. 
We must attack this problem from a 
two-fold standpoint—that of the af- 
flicted and that of the people who would 
escape the plague. 

CLAIMS ONE IN NINE. 

“When we bear in mind that one per- 
gon in nine dies of tuberculosis, and 
that one person in every two has tu- 
berculosis at some time in life, we can 
realize that this is a subject which 
should intefest every one. 7 

“Few communities in the world have 
such a problem to solve as has Los 
Angeles and Southern California. And 
its immensity increases every day. We 
must be practical, and while using 


lieve that with proper methods we can 
reduce the evils of tubercular patients 
in this community to a very great de- 


Dr. Pottenger then gave accounts of 
the systems of treatment which have 
been used in Davos, Switseriand, which 
has more than 20,000 visitors every sea- 
son, and of these 10,000 are tubercular 
of the system in vogue in 
Berlin, where the death rate has been 
reduced to a remarkable degree. e

Of course, the disgusting habit of 
spitting in all sorts of public places 
came in for a scoring by all the speak- 
ers of the evening. It was shown that 
this is really the thing which spreads 
the infection. 

F. M. Coulter discussed the subject 
from a layman’s point of view, and 
made a plea for the better ventilation 
lof homes public buildings and 
churches. One speaker denounced as 
a great menace to health the oll stoves 
8G common in use here. 

“They are miserable, contemptible, 
oxygen destroyers, an outrage against 
human health, and the ally of the tu- 
bercular germs,” he said. “Fresh air 
ix not only the cure of tuberculosis, 
but is also one of its preventatives.” 

Prof. J. H. Francis of the Polytech- 
nic High School spoke of the danger 
lurking in the dust-laden streets and 
rooms, and the good work being ac- 
complished in teaching hygiene 
public schools. 

AWFUL ANNUAL HARVEST. 

Dr Madison declared: “We breathe 
in tuberculous germs every day. If we 
have healthy lungs they do not harm 
us. But the last United States reports 
showed that there are annually 111,000 
deaths from this disease. We need a 
State tuberculosis sanitorium, and Los 
Angeles must have a free dispensary 
and clinic. With the precautions which 
could easily be adopted here, we could 
stamp out the disease in fifty years.” 

There were other short talks, and 
Dr. C. C. Browning moved that the 
board of directors of the league be 
empowered to take such action as to 
them seemed best to bring about the 
establishment in this city of a diapen- 
sary and clinic for the treatment of 
tubercular patients.

No doubt the confusion from which 
they are just emerging through the 
efforts of the chief engineer and the 
fear of its return when he shall become 
occupied with the task of excavation 
have to some extent created doubt as 
to the wisdom of continuing the real 
work under vernment methods.

In the greater degree their idea of 
the unwisdom of the government con- 
tinuing to bulld the canal is caused by 
the demonstrated failure of its differ- 
ent departments to cotperate; the pay- 
ment of good salaries to poor men and 
poor to good; long delays in the pay- 
ment of their own and the wages of 
laborers, which has bred general dis- 
satisfaction and carelessness, ute 
it is understood the system of pay- 
ment cannot be improved under gov- 
ernment regulations: slowness in the 
delivery of material of all kinds and 
the often poor quality thereof accepted 
from contractors through ignorance, 
necessity for immediate use, or cor- 
ruption; the exceedingly little work 
done in a day under government fore- 
men by the Jamaican negro, who must 
be relied upon to do the vast amount 
of necessary manual labor; the con- 
stant official blunders and increasi 
red tape in the discharge of simple of- 
fice Guties, and a dozen other short- 
comings for which the system is 14 
responsible. Those who have worked 
under them conclude that if the gov- 
ermment builds the cana] it will be a 
very long and expensive undertaking. 

AUDITING SYSTEM POOR. 

There is special strength in the com- 
plaint of slowness in payment of wages 
and bills incurred for materia] and 
supplies. The audit and pay system 
has more seriously embarrassed 
progress of the work than all the rest 
of the government red tape. Every in- 
debtedness for wages or supplies has 
to be audited by the resident auditor, 
whe may hold up items admittedly 
fair. but of the authorization of which 
he may have his doubts. t 
passes may be held up by the disburs- 
ing officer, who is under bonds, and 
knows that paying a bill merely be- 
cause the resident auditor has ap- 
| proved it relieves him from no respon- 
sibility. He, too, must pass on it. 
turn, it must be passed on by the com- 
mission auditor in Washi „ who 


gets $10,000 a year, but all of Whose 


accounts are finally passed on by the 


auditor for the War Department, who 
ws 84000. 


receipting for materia! 
to departments is purely gov- 
ernmental and bad. Under it a busy 
foreman has to sign a multitude of 
vouchers, and many say they are as 
apt as not to sign twice or more for 


terial. Thus while the front door of 
audit is kept closed, the back door of 
opportunity is wide open. 

Few property accqunts are kept. It 
would be impossible to trace and locate 
one-tenth of the material that has been 
received and issued on the work. Fe- 
forts have been made to gét a better 
accounting system, but experts brought 
here from New York have shaken their 
heeds and gone home. After exam- 
mation they said they could do noth- 
ing so long as every improvement sug- 
gested by them in the line of. sound 
business methods and common sense 
was pronounced by the Comptroller of 
the Treasury to be contrary to treas- 
ury regulations. They therefore an- 
nounced that any better system of 
audit and payment under government 
control was impossible. 

QUESTION OF NATIONAL PRIDE. 


In answer to the suggestion that the 
work would better be turned over to 
contractors is the plea that such ac- 
tion would be taken by the world at 
large to mean that the United States 
had at last undertaken a project it 
could not carry through. It is held 
that national pride would revolt at 
this, and that no proof of economy in 
time or money on the of the con- 
tract system. would induce the Ameri- 
can people te abandon the canal as a 
national work done by the government. 

To this strong factor net a 
change, the chief engineer adds a less 
sentimental but more potent reason 
hy, from his standpoint, the canal 

shculd be finished .by the 
and not by centractors. hen asked 
if he shared the popular belief of his 
assistants that it would be better to 
let out the work in sections and quar- 
ter sections to contractors, he looked 
up and shook his head. 

“You think ft would not work?’ re- 
marked the correspondent.

Expert Now Here from Washington, 
Trapping and Hunting for National 
Museum—Something About Our 
Animals—Ambition to Get a Red 
Fox Was Gratified. 

Uncle Sam is seeking information re- 
garding the animals of California 
Specimens of all animal and bird lifts 
peculiar to this State are being 
trapped, prepared by a skilled taxider- 
mist and shipped on to Washington, 
where they will be carefully classified 
and placed in the National Museum. 

An expert trapper is now in the 
vicinity of Chico securing these speci- 
mens. The Chico Post says: 

There is a very interesting man in 
town and his business is one that is

to find out what manner of birds and 
beasts that fly the air and roam the 
woods are to be found in this local- 


His name is James M. Gaut, and 
the department of the government to 
which he specially belongs is the Bio- 
logical Survey of the Agricultural De- 
partment. bor some weeks past he 
has been in the vicinity of the Sacra- 
mento River, near the ferry landing, 
having trapped specimens up and 
down the river for several miles and 
extended his researches even as far as 


St. John. 
When seen this morning, Mr. Gaut 
his mission and exhibited

quired here. There were boxes of 
stuffed jack rabbits, cases filled with 
squirrels, gophers and field mice and 
numerous specimens of brightly-feath- 
ered birds. 
These specimens had all been care- 
fully prepared and stuffed and neat- 
in their cases prepara 
tory to shipment to the National Mu 
seum at Washington, where they will 
be carefully classified. The purpose of 
Mr. Gaut's work, however, is not to 
collect curiosities, but data which shall 
give accurate information as to the 
animal life in this section. 
One of the main reasons for his ad- 
vent here was that he might secure 
a epecimen of a red fox, which is 
known to live in this vicinity. Time 
and again men have killed these ani- 
mals near here, but the department so 
far has not received any specimens, 
nor will it until the red fox which. was 
trapped by Mr. Gaut a few days ago 
near St. John, and which is now in 
transit, arrives at Washington. 
This particular fox, of which there 
are very few, is commonly known as 
the valley red fox. It is brown on the 
belly and has a silver-tipped tail. In 
sige it is nearly as large as the gray 
fox and by some has been called a 
“swift,” which name, however, is er- 
roneous. 
It has been generally supposed by the 
Department of Agriculture that a num 
ber of the smaller animals on the west 
side of the Sacramento River differ in 
kind from those on the east side, it 
being presumed that the river formed a 
dividing line, and on account of its 
size precluded all possibility of the. 
smaller animals crossing. This, to 
a certain extent, is true, according to 
Mr. Gaut, but nevertheless, severa! 
animals, such as ground squirrels and 
rabbits, have been found to be iden- 
tical when classified. 
Gaut, in speaking of recent discov- 
erles made by his department, said: 
“For several years it has been

least Turner has come closer to the 
trick than any one else so far.

“When the Federal t follow 
the lead of the militia and refuse to 
fire into a mob, we'll win,” said 
Turner, as he watched a mile of 
burning freight cars. “It is a ques- 
tion of sentiment controlling brute 

Now Turner, I imagine, is no more 
unselfish than the rest of us. He 
simply saw his chance—an idea came 
to him! It was this: All laborers 
should be capitalists, and would if 


0 they could. Turner turned capitalist.

He has a thousand or more 
strike breakers; none are armed; none 
know each other; all are union men; 
all can talk on their feet. 

They do two things; use their influ- 
ence to ward off strikes, and report to 
headquarters every night as to what 
is going on in the shop. Their re- 
port is sent to Turner at Cleveland, 
not given to the man in whose shop 
they work—with him they are 
strangers. : 

Usually when the question of a 
strike is up in a union, two or three 
hot-headed men who can talk, sway 
and stampede the rest. 

The many are forced into a strike 
through fear of the charge of cow- 
ardice. — 

If there is a Turner man in the 
union he represents the employer's 
interests. In the old way the em- 
ployer's side was never presented, 
neither did he know what was going 
on in the union which was made up 
of his own workmen. Now he knows 
a day what occurred the day be- 
ore.

Let for Extensive Dredging Opéra- 
tions About Newport Bay. 


SANTA ANA, Jan. %.—Tenants on 
the San Joaquin ranch are in the midst 
of preparing the ground and seeding 
25,000 acres of grain and 7500 acres of 
beans. 

The grain acreage will be principally. 
devoted to barley, with a fraction of 
the total in wheat. With good cli- 
matic conditions,. between 200,000 and 
300,000 sacks of barley will be harvest- 
ed. The barley area is slightly cut 
down this season by reason of the fact 
that more land than ever is to be put 
into beans. 

Last year 6500 acres were devoted to 
this latter crop and this year another 
thousand acres will be added. The 
bean acreage will be the largest in the 
history of the ranch. | 

Beans yield on the San Joaquin be- 
tween ten and fifteen sacks per acre, 
making a probable total yield for this 
year about $0,000 sacks.

Los Angeles is to become the genera) 
dietributing point for the products of 
the vast guano deposits recently dis- 
covered down in the State of Sonora, 
Mex. 

The first shipment from these depos- 
its will arrive here within the next few 
days—the beginning of what is believed 
will become an important industry. 

These guano deposits have been found 
in the numerous caves in the moun- 
taipous regions along the line of the 
Ric Grande, Sierra Madre and Pacific 
Railway, about @fty miles southwest 
of Kli Paso, Tex. 

A company has secured from the 
Mexican government a concession to 
har dle the products from these guano 
deposits, and it is this company which 
will make Los Angeles its main dis- 
tributing point, as there is a constant 
demand for the fertilizer amo the 
ranchers, fruit growers and gardeners 
of Southern California. 

The first deposits of commercial im- 


caves near the station of Barreal, at 
Kilometer 95. There fifteen men are 
employed in taking out the material, 
ard five men with teams are hauling 
the sacked guano to the station for 
shipment to Los Angeles. 

There are in sight, it is said, fully 100 
carloads, and it is believed that vast

DOLLAR FOR HER HURTS. 


Mrs. Anna Ling, Who Sued for Two 
Thousand for Street Car Injuries 
Gets Smal! Verdict. 

One dollar, in the eyes of a jury in 
the court of Judge James, is sufficient 
to compensate Mrs. Anna Ling for 
such injuries as she may have sus- 
tained by falling or being jerked from 
a car of the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany last August.
